Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-7, 9-11,1 3-1 7, 1 9-20, and 33-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose all of the limitations of the independent claims. Specifically, 
the prior art fails to disclose a touchscreen user interface accepting touch strokes in a 
first touchscreen area, while inserting the accepted strokes at in insertion point within a 
second touchscreen area, in addition to scrolling the recognized text in the first 
touchscreen area and the second touchscreen area simultaneously as new input text 
strokes are recognized to accommodate new input characters. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
